color remov e them and wash carefnlly 
in clean water. 
The objects must not 
be left too long in the acid bath ov er 
the fire, because the layer of oxide 
would become tcsr thick ami would 
easily scale otf the surface, whereas, if 
the op« ration is prois rly conducted, the 
coating adheres so tirmly that it cannot 
bu separatc'd ev en by .scraping. 
Of course, it is only aft« *r a certain 
number of trials and with c xiMTieiic« * 
that the exact moment can he as« *er- 
taiiicd tor remov ing the objects Irom 
the hath.
